CRITICISM. 


England's 
New Queen. 


AlfredHarms worth,'"a varyVsuccoss- 


ful English newspaper 
publisher, 
was 


asked by Mr. Pulitzer,proprietor. of 
the 
New 
York ".World," to 
tako 
charge of that journal for its issue of 
New Year's Day. From tho 
naut" of January 
21st 
we glean 
tho 
following: The Harmsworth 
issue of 
the "World" consisted 
of thirty-two 
instead of sixteen pages, but tho pages 
were one-half the usual size. It con- 
tained 
few illustrations; 
the 
news, 
localand telegraphic, was given in con- 
densed form; what newspaper men call 
"features," and what newspaper 
read- 
ers call "sensations," 
were absent. 
Mr. 
Harmsworth 
claimed 
for 
his 
''newspaper ofthe future these merits: 
Saving of the reader's time; advantage 
to advertisers; 
convenient 
shape 
for 
car and chair reading; 
nea»nuss 
for 
carrying in the pocket. 
Mr. Harmsworth 's objoct lesson 
in 
journalism 
is 
supplemented 
by 
an 
article 
from him in the 
January 
"North American Review." In this 
he maintains that the proper form for 
the newspaper of the future is that of 
a small, portable, 
and 
neatly indexed 
publication, 
the size, 
thickness, 
and 
general appearance 
beingidentical with 
that 
of the New York "Outlook," 


which journal 
he calls "the best of 
weekly reviews." 
This magazind 
size 
ofpage is much more convenient 
than 
the present 
bulky form of our daily 
newspapers, and itis certain that -their 
conductors willbe forced to change 
to 
that form before many 
years. 
There 
has been a marked diminution in'the 
size of newspaper 
pages 
in the past 
thirty years. 
Old newspaper-readers 
may recall the enormous blankot-sheets 
like the 
Boston 
"Courier" and 
the 
Philadelphia "Public Ledger" ofyears 
ago. 
Every ten years has witnessed a 
diminution in the size of the 
daily 
newspaper page, and 
we will venture 
the prediction that within ten 'years 
daily newspapers willbe issued in"small 
quarto-form; 
inside of twenty years 
they willbe issued in octavo-fortn. .or 
magazine-page 
size. 
* 


Tbe principal objection tothis change 
in page form is mechanical. 
Most of 
the daily newspapers 
own large and 
costly 
plants. 
Their plants include 
"perfecting" presses 
costing 'many 
thousands 
of dollars.- |These presses 
print, fold and paste newspapers'of 
the 
present-size page at the rate of\ many 
thousands per hour. It is impossible 
to make changes in these presses, 
nor 
can they be used forany other purpose. 
Were great changes tobe made in the 
size of newspaper 
pages 
thesa. costly 
presses 
would at once become scrap- 
Iron and junk. It is easy 
to under- 
stand why newspaper publisherssbrink 
from making any such changes.-

The new King was born at Bucking- 


ham Palace, 
November 
9, 18-41. 
He 


was 
christened 
Albert Edward 
and 


created. Prince of Wales and Earl of 
Chester 
"by patent," 
also 
Earl of 


Dublin. He hold by birth a number of 
Scottish tiMoB,Including those of Lord 
of the Isle and Great 
Stewart, 
He 


went to college for ayear at Edinburgh 
then proceeded toChristie Church, Ox- 
ford, where he studied for a year, aud 
afterward took- four terms 
at Cam- 


bridge. 


RECEPTION INAMERICA. 


• 'After leaving the university he visit- 
ed Canada and this country. 
He made 


an excellent impression. 
New York's 


reception of the heir to the English 
throne was of an enthusiastic sort, and- 
the Prince showed a keen appreciation 
of the fact. 
He was made a Brevet 


Colonel in the army in 1853, and 
went 


through a period of training at the 
Curragh 
camp, 
Kildare, Irelaud, in 


1861. 
Ho became 
a General In 1865, 


and aField Marshal in1875. 


Perhaps it was felt that the Princo 


of Wales had only followed precedent 
In "livinghis ownlife." Be that as it 
may, hisunfailing good humor, his love 
of sport of all sorts, ' his wonderful 
memory for faces and names, his friend- 
ship for Gladstone, his willingness to 
perform the ornamental public func- 
tions which the Queen 
was unable to 


attend 
to, .his 
felicitous 
speeches, 


whether he wrote them himself or not, 
gradually resulted ina change ofpublic 
opinion, and recently he has been as 
popular in London as ho had been jin 
Paris. 
The court under his rule will 


be as sedate as it was under his mother. 
Queen Alexandria is as strict in tbe 
matter of propriety as 
was the late 


sovereign. 


Edward VII.;King'of Great Britain 


and Ireland, Emperor ofIndia, K. G., 
K. T.,K.P.', a Field Marshal in the 
English and German armies, a Colonel 
many times over, and a lot of other 
things besides, has been popular in his 
own country for a number of years 
past. 
At one time the contrary 
was 


the case. It was known that he was 
not an ideal family man. But as he 
gradually approached 
the age of 60, 


people 
began 
to realize that he was 


settling down. 
Hisearlierindiscretions 


were condoned. 
And as he always ap- 


peared in public with the Princess 
of 


Wales, 
it 
was 
realized 
that 
the

Trovatore, "sprang from bumble par- 
entage, bis father being a peasant 
in 


tbe little hamlet 
of Roncole, 
near 


Busseto, where Guiseppi was born, Oc- 
tobor 9, 1814. 
He early showed a pas- 


sionate love for music, and his first 
musical education 
was obtained from 


one Baistrocchi, organist of the little 
church at Roncole, a position to which 
Verdi himself succeeded 
when only 10 


years old. 
An enthusiastic 
musical 


amateur, M. Barezzi, recognizing 
the 


boy's genius, gave Verdi an appoint- 
ment inbis business bouse, and offered 
him every opportunity of followingbis 
natural bent. 
Verdistudied inBusseto 


under Ferdinando Provesi, the Cathed- 
ral organist, untilhe was 16, when he 
gained a scholarship at Milan, where ho 
studied for some 
time, returning 
to 


Busseto in 1833, on the death of Pro- 
vesi. 
Verdi was 
unsuccessful 
in his 


candidature for the post of Cathedral 
organist 
rendered 
vacant 
by the de- 


cease of Provesi, but he stayed at Bus- 
seto for five years and there published 
his first opera, "Oberto, Conte di San 
Boniface," which was produced by the 
impresaario, 
Marelli, in 1840, at La 


Scala Theater, 
Milan. This was fol- 


lowed by thocomic opera, "Un Giorno 
dißegno," "Nabucco" and "ILorn- 
bardi," the last of which gained 
won- 


derful popularity and laid the founda- 
tionof his fame. It was curious to note 
that Verdi, while at Milan, was re- 
fused admittance to the Conservatoire 
by an old professor

have had great success throughout the 
musical world. His more recent operas

Geneva mine, and advised plaintiff to 
do so, and was given charge of the work 
and was paid one thousand dollars for 
his services. 
He further says tbat he 


advised the plaintiff to run adriftsouth 
on tbe eight hundred level to prove the 
continuity of plaintiff's veins on which 
that upraise 
was made and that the 
drift was made as he advised. 
J. 
B. Treadwell testifies 
that in 


October, 1896, he became Superintend- 
ent of plaintiff's mines and continued 
as such until May, 1897; that while 
su«h Superintendent, 
he commenced
